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“Ethics” 

Is there anything more interesting 
in this world than “ethics,” or more 
variable, or more open to criticism, or 
more easily adjusted to one’s own view- 
point? What atime the whole coun- 
try seems to be having with “ethics” at 
the present moment, and in no part of 
the country is that time more boister- 
ous, more amusing, more interesting, 
than in Massachusetts. 

In one column of the newspaper we 
read an announcement that the doctors 
are fighting tooth and nail for the free 
advertising that the telephone book, for 
lo these many years, has given them. 
“Ethics” would not allow the doetor 
to think of such a thing as doing any 
real advertising, provided he was a 
“regular physician,” but the minute the 
advertising that costs that good old 
doctor nothing is taken away from him, 
as for example in the move by the tele- 
phone people to charge him if he has 
the word “‘physician’’ after his name, 
the howl goes up from end of the country 
to the other because the public is not 
going to know that Dr. A or Dr. B_ or 
Dr. C is located at one or another place 
on some promirent street. Pretty soon 
we will find this very same ‘‘ethics”’ 
operating with the doctor so as to make 
him feel reallysore when the newspaper 
fails to publis#the fact that Dr. So-and- 
so was “‘ promptly on the scene when the 
accident occurred,” ete. etc. Oh, you 
“ethics” |. 

And then comes the ‘‘ethics’’ relative 
to that more distinguished group of 
citizens, who even to a greater degree 
than their physician brethren object to 
advertising, — the lawyers. Whether 
the Boston newspapers will ever ap- 
preciate it or not, the fact undoubtedly 
remains that the two most distinguished 
advertisers in the legal profession in 
Massachusetts“haveput. over the best 
stunts along the advertising line in $he 
last few months that were ever put 
across by those gentlemen who insist 
that the “ethics” of their profession 
will not allow them to be seen in com- 
pany with other people who solicit 
business through the vulgar medium of 
advertising. 

What rare and wonderful advertising 
has been filling the newspapers, coming 
from the office of the State’s chief law 
official, — the attorney-general — on 
the one hand, and the chief law officer of 
Boston — district attorney of Suffolk 
County — on How

the other hand! 
they must smile as they greet each other 
in some cloistered corner of that noted 
dungeon in Boston sometimes called the 
Pemberton Square Court House, and 
winking both eyes each to the other, fond- 
ly embrace and say ‘‘ How the public is 
eating it up, this kind of advertising 
that we are getting away with, without 
offending the ‘ethics’ of our profession!” 

Isn’t it about time the public took a 
hand at playing the game of “ethics” 
and insisted that the dignity of these 
great professions which was the under- 
lying controlling factor many years 
ago, when the code of ‘ethics’ was es- 
tablished upon which too many at the 
present time are relying to get away with 
some personal ambition, should no 
longer be subservient to any and every 
kind of personal publicity?) Back of the 
public can be the newspapers, and should 
be the newspapers, in calling the bluffs 
of a lot of these men who plead “ethics” 
whenever some denial is required of 
them, and who appeal for the kind of 
publicity on any and every occasion 
that insults decency. 

And then there is this ‘‘ethies’’ sit- 
uation in the Legislature. Of course the 
answer to all that is to stop electing a lot 
of the cheap men such as many com- 
munities have been willing to be rep- 
resented by, ever since direct’ nomina- 
tions came into force. The old prelim- 
inary sifting kept these men where they 
belonged; of course therejwere some weak 
ones years ago, but the majority were 
more carefully selected, had to run the 
gantlet of the voters in caucus, but 
usually before that the gantlet of the 
so-called bosses who had to go pretty 
near straight or they did not keep their 
jobs as bosses. There was not much 
talk about “ethics” in those days, or 
abuse of “ethics.” The substantial 
man had an inherent knowledge of 
what was right and wrong, and stuck 
pretty closely to the code that had been 
laid down ever since the golden rule 
was put into effect. We can legislate, 
and make rules and investigate from 
now until doomsday, and we will get a 
mighty short distance along the road of 
restoring to the high places in public 
service the type of men upon whom such 
responsibility rested years ago, unless 
there is better choosing on the part of 
the voters themselves. Here again the 
people at large and the newspapers can 
see that the proper “ethics” are in-con- 
trol without any attention being given 
to codes, or formulas, or rules and regu- 
lations setting them forth. 

One result of this drifting away from 
the high standards of years ago down 
to the present method where men talk 
‘ethics’? and act abuses of them, is the 
enormous expense of government under 
which Massachusetts and all the rest of 
the country is struggling; and this strug- 
gle is more keen in Massachusetts than 
anywhere else in the United States 
because we have more people in Massa- 
chusetts, estimated by percentages, 
than in any other part of the world, who 
can talk and write ‘‘ethics”’ in volumes, 


and who seem to have no real concep- 
tion of old-fashioned common sense, 
right and wrong adjustment of condi- 
tions. 

Notwithstanding all this the Legis- 
lature will pass some more rules, will 
adopt some more resolutions, will con- 
vict some and acquit other members, all 
for the purpose of maintaining the high 
standards of “‘ethics’’ which are now be- 
coming almost the full substitute for 
charity as a coverer-up of the sins of the 
people. 


Editorial Cinders 


Memorial Day next Monday, with all 
of its appeal to the old veterans and all 
of its significance for the new veterans! 
It probably has more meaning this 
year than ever before, because of the 
question as to how definite and perma- 
nent its appeal will be upon the young 
men who are each year getting a little 
farther away from the glamour of war 
as they knew it. With the old veterans 
the impression of the day increased as 
the years went by until it has become a 
most sacred day to them. Undoubtedly 
there will be waves going and coming, 
approaching much the same condition 
for the newer participants, — certainly 
we may well hope so.

The demand upon the public ways 
met by expenditures on the part of 
State, county and town, is going to be 
rather a serious story when account of 
stock is taken at the end of this year, in 
relation to the enormous amount of 
money necessary to keep the ways up 
to a proper standard of maintenance 
for the tremendous traffic they must 
bear under the present conditions. A 
dollar ten years ago must be multiplied 
by four today, in order to be as effective. 
The demand of ten years ago is multi- 
plied by ten today, and here we have the 
striking increase associated with the 
problem. Four times as much money 
required to do the same amount of 
work and ten times as much work re- 
quired. Don’t let these figures get 
away from you, and they refer only to 
maintenance of roads very doubtful in 
many cases as to their adaptability to 
the needs of the present time, and abso- 
lutely unadapted in many respects. The 
question of new roads and new recon- 
struction may well ‘be left for later con- 
sideration in these days when the men 
who use highways refuse to bear their 
fair share of the cost of keeping the 
highways usable.

Many people have grave question as 
to the value of the movie legislation that 
hes just been passed by which it is pos- 
sible to have all of the various moving 
pictures censored by a central authority. 
Perhaps we may succeed in getting uni- 
form morals in due time if we can have 
uniform control, but some way or other, 
the world is more interesting because of 
the variety in it, and it might be pos- 
sible that it would become very dull and 
uninteresting, no matter how high the 
standard was, if there was not a little 
kick somewhere in some way. We know 
this is wicked and shows a degenerate 
state of mind, but we cannot help feeling 
that we dp legislate too much where the 
results from year to year fail to respond 
except ina general and steady decline.

treating seed potatoes, in building silos 
or even in constructing a storage cellar.

would be very little effective county ag- 
ent work. Sixty miles a day isn’t a high 
average for a month in the busy season 
and it is hard to find a date that is out- 
side the county agent’s busy season. 
Oftentimes he is called to drive fifty to 
seventy-five miles in the evening to ad- 
dress a Farm Bureau Night at the 
Grange, to determine with a town com- 
mittee upon the agricultural program for 
the year, or to advise a co-operative as- 
sociation upon its organization and 
business policy.

The evening, in fact, is usually the 
time of day when the county agent’s 
most effective work is done. He has to 
meet farmers and boards of trade when 
they can be assembled. It is to the 
county agent, that farmers’ and often 
business men’s organizations look to 
plan constructive programs for produc- 
tion or conservation of foods, for solving 
knotty market problems, meeting an 
emergency or an epidemic, or even start- 
ing a campaign for a better-looking town 
common or a warm school lunch. 

Daytimes he has a mass of office rou- 
tine to handle, writing letters about new 
bugs and control measures; answering 
telephone calls on garden work and on 
orchard practice; getting a cow tester 
for the cow test association and a speak- 
er for the Grange; making an appoint- 
ment for the crops specialist from the 
agricultural college to diagnose a plant 
disease or to recommend a farm man- 
agement program. 

Between his speaking engagements 
and his office calls he edits his farm bu- 
reau paper, reads the literature on 
agriculture on which he must keep 
posted for his farmer clients, and sleeps.
